In any case it was such 
a creek as was never before struck, and 
so far the Klondike is not in the race 
for record output. Other creeks in the 
neighborhood, Mr. Orr says, will yet 
prove as rich perhaps as Williams 
creek was. Lightning creek, Swift 
river, Slough creek, Willow river, and 
dozens of other creeks which have 
never been bottomed, will yet give up 
their hoard of gold. 

Omineca, Mr. Orr, who spent two 
years there, says was barely scratched, 
and the whole of the Cassiar country 
is yet comparatively virgin ground. The 
enormous cost of provisions, difficulty 
of access and cost of labor all combin- 
ed to make the gold huntersdrop any 
work that would not quickly and 
enormously repay. To-day there is no 
better gold country to prospect than 
from Cariboo through to Klondike. 


STEWART RIVER RUSH. 


The steamer Geo. FE. Starr which 
arrived at Victoria recently from Dyea, 
brings news of a great gold find on 
Stewart river which is causing a rush 
| from even the famous Klondike. One 
Seattle man brought out $160,000 in 
gold dust as the result of his werk for 
a single season. Four Victorians who 
had been working on the upper Yukon 
had $25,000 to show for their work. 
Millions are expected to arrive from 
the north in the next few months. 

A letter dated from Klondike, June 
| 22nd, says that 150 men are starting

the loyalty of this colony. 

The amusing aspect of the cry is 
that the corporation in whose special 
interest it is being raised, has with 
inalice aforethought, and for the money 
there is in it diverted possibly almost 
half of its traffic from the “ great na- 
tional highway” inte foreign channels ; 
ictually through that rascally couutry, 
the United States. And while the 
lucky residents of that alien country are 
given the lowest possible rates over 
ihe American end of our “national 
highway” we poor devils in the west 
are obliged to pay through the nose in 
excessive rates, and make up the de- 
ficits on the American end, and pay 
the dividend on watered stock held 
very largely by “those Dutch bond- 
holders.” 

But even if we must try and forget 
for the present that two-thirds of our 
wheat now goes to market through 
American channels, and if we overlook 
the diversion of Canadian trade by the 
C. P. R. throngh the States, and in 
iddition to this admit for the sake of 
ergument that there is something in

CROW'’S NEST PASS RAILWAY. | 


C. B. Bowman, secretary of the 
Lethbridge board of trade, came up 
on last train on a_ business trip. 
Lethbridge is very well satisfied with 
the location of the Crow’s Nest 
railway connection in that town. No 
attempt has been made by the com- 
pany to jocky the town. Work is 
going on rapidly. Track was laid 
when he left for about three miles 
from town to the bank of Six-mile 
coulee, which would have to be cross- 
ed by a bridge 360 feet long and 100 
feet high.
